.t . Mr. ]\Iuckenzic stated in his pliu'fi in i 
Parliament that the Order in Council, 
deciding "that Esquimalt in Vancou- 
ver Island, bo li.\ed as the TcrniiauBof 
" ' the Canada Pacific Railway, and that 
tt line of Railway be located between 
' the Harlior of Esquimau and Seymour 
Narrows, on the said Island," is not 
bindiiig upon the Government. No 
pariyvwfts fpund in fai'liamont to dis- 
;p.ttte tho flOrrectnesa of that view. The 
:> Mainland has specifically adgpted it. 

Mr. Mackenzie, in Parliament and on 
•< - various subsequent occasions as well 
. / OB in a proposal submitted to the Pro ■ 
, . ' vincial Gbvernment.expreHsed willing- 
ness to build the Railway on tl^p Island , 
comnieuciug- at once, and make certain 
valuable concessions to the i^fainland, 
but only in consideration of C'oluialna 
foregoing the treaty limit for comple- 
tion of t1io liailwiiy; but he diHtinetly 
^^•arued Coluiubia that if the fulliiiiicnt 
of an unrcusouable and impossiMo 
bond were iusiste<l on, she lued ex- 
pect nothijig beyond what tliat bcjud ab- I 
Holutoly required . It is too e\ ident that 
Columbia would find herself much in 
the predicament of Shylock in insistiiif^ j 
upon the' bond, 'ihe shout of i;ur | 
contemporai'V is, tlierefore, bi;th falla- ! 
cious and \\ ic!-.c-il wndced becruise j 
knowingly delaying the very ileaider- j 
atum it professes to precipitate. W'l- | 
des'rs pot to be misunderstood here. 
We are not Jcfending or approving 
Mr. Mackenzie's position on these 
.points, but merely staling it. Indeed 
it would be to little puqjosc even if we 
could demonstrate the erroneousuess 
and unwisdom of that poaition.so long 
as it is accepted by Parliament and 
ondoi'sed by a large spclion of our 
own Province. It should ever of home 
in mind, in dealing with this subject, 
that Mr. Mackenzie is charged with 
the administration of tho affairs of the 
whole Dominion, and is, therefore, 
bound tn look at the question fiom a 
Dominion stand-point. We have seen 
it ntatcd in a local point that,

The Latest Frightful Railway Acci- 
dent in England 

rrrom th* NorfolU Ao-wn, Si pt. I'jih.) 
Last night one of the most fearful 
railway ftceidents that hfts ever taken 

l)lacT in Norwich or its iieigbborliood 
oecurroil at Thorpe, near tliis city, 
by wliicii at least Iti persons wero kil- 
le'd nnd 30 or 40 wounded. At 8:40 
Die mail train from Yarmouth left that 
town for Norwich, and at Koedhuiu 
was joiiuHl liy the train from Lowes- 
toft, atid from th(^noo ])rocoe(led on 
its way to this city. .\t 11:10 tlio ox- 
piess train from Norwicii to Yariaotith 
and Lowestoft was deepfttohed as far 
as we can learn a few minutes after 
the S;40 train had left Brundall. The 
liaiii from Lowestoft was made njj of 
one lirst, one second, and tliiee third- 
class etirriages, and abreal;; tlie Y'ar- 
moutli portion of tlio train, of two 
<^omposit<!, one second, and two third- 
class carriages, and a breal;, besides 
several jeiupties. Tlie train from Nor- 
wich was said to be a heavy one, and 
as it was Lix[)ress at tiio tiino of the ac- 
cident, it nuist have acquired a speed 
of at least 20 miles an hour. On tho 
train fur Yaimouth and Lowestoft 
reaching l^lv. Steidion Fiidd'sj^boat 
liouse, situate iiluuist opposite the 
woll-kuowii Thorjjc f! aniens, tlie train 
from Xorwicli daslied into itwitii fear- 
ful velocity, llio torrihlo force of the 
eollieion causing iu a monitint of lime 
a scene of wreck and ruin such as has 
seldom been witnessed at the most 
liorriblo of the railway accidents that 
have taken place of lale years in this 
l oiiiitiy. Tho engines when they met 
must li.-ivo reared up into an almost 
perpendicular position, and tlie car- 
riage.s monnted one on the top of nn- 
otlier, <ind gradually sunk down into 
an altogether inconceivable inai^s of 
rulibisU and ruins. The groans of the 
injured }iassengi3rs, and the frantic, 
sliiielcs and ap])c-als for help ■\vlii(di 
j)ro(ie<-dod from those who were uuiii- 
jurod.,aiul still .\yitluii , .tlift carriages, 
wore'lieJirtrehdihg in tlie extreme. Tlie 
cari'iages wore jiiied one on the to]) of 
tlieotiier; others had been thrown 
upon their siiles and Inul rolled .--.oine 
hat f-dozf-n ytu'ds av. ay I'rnii'i the line. 
The visitors upiui arriving there after 
Hi6 InpsG of an hour or move were lit- 
erally nstonnded to' find that so many 
pa-;sen;i-(M's liad esea]iOi]. There is this 
i 1 lie said, liowdver. tli.it hail the acci- 
dent occurred less tli.aii 1 01) yards near- 
ei'jNorwich , tiie ios.s of life would have 
been far greater, and the disaster moro 
hideous ill its cliaraeter, as the inevit- 
able result woiild !;a\ e been the hurl- 
ing- of t iie t rains into tlie river. ^ ' 
Kotli the engine drivers iind their tiro- 
inen wore killed, at least, that is the 
sniijinsition with re{*ai'd ti) Piior and 
Liglit who had not boon found, and 
tile bodies of Clarke and Frec-iuan 
wiieii discovered were frightfully 
inunglod. The soor.e at the Thorpe 
i.'iihvay station sviis bad enough. 
Special train.s bnuigiit the dead and 
woouded as they were recovered to 
the city , !ind they were at once re- 
moved, iu the preueuco of a large 
;iu- 'j'^'*of hivro.'-s^-'-lirkcn people, to

In one of tho rooms ef the Thorpe 
Gardens Inn lay the bodies of four 
dead persons; but they were not alone. 
On hastily-constructed temporary beds 
lav some half-dozen hdrribly niaiincd 
aial di-iiigured siilVorers, vvlio.-;e liroaiis 
went to tho hearts of even the medical 
men. in the corner lay the corpses of 
a man, a woman, and a pretty little 
child not more than four or five years 
old. On the opposite side were the 
mortal remains of n '^■oman who ap- 
[learod to bo nothing but a chaotic 
mass of clothing. L'.etweeu these bod- 
ies lay, the wounded, and the smiles 
that continually overspread the fea- 
tures of ()!ie poor young woman as she 
lo.jkcd up into the face of her nurse, 
WHS a tiling never to forgotten. She 
Beeiued to be dying. Another young 
woman noxl to her was evidently suf- 
fering acutely, her piteous groans giv- 
ing am I do testimony of this fact. In 
iinother oornor of tho room, seated with 
his logs upon a form, was a man who 
hud cei'tainly not seen thirty summers, 
and who looked calmly on all that had 
passed, und although badly wounded 
did npt appftr^ntly suffer so muoh as 
the others. Mr. Fiold's boat-house 
was used as a leiajiorary dead-house, 
all. I hero after midnight live or six 
lio.lies wei'(! lying waiting to bo con- 
vcyi-il to Tlioriio Station. Tho ^vork 
of extricating tho victims from tho de- 
bris 'v\ras,^xtremely difficult, and many 
were those who aided in thi& arduous 
and disagreeable, not to say danger- 
ous, tfisk, Tho bystanders co'uld re- 
p(>atodly lioar tho heartrending cries, 
;,'roans, and sometimes low moans, of 
ihoHO who were boiietdh tho mass of 
rublidi,^^g,ea3li side of Ijhe Une 
largo boiinfeB«were ligblod to' assist 



the searchers, the flames being fed by 
l)iocea of the wreck. This effectually 
ht up the scone, but caused the blood- 
smeared faces of the wounded, as they 
were dragged to Jight.to assume a most 
ghastly and horrifying look, giving 
one the impression, perhaps, that they 
were moxa badly injured theni- might 
really bo the ciise. One poor fellow 
was HO entangled with the wreck that 
for honfA it was iinpossible to get him - 
out, although he could bo seen and 
his groans and cries hoard dis- 
tinctly. The cause of the accident ia 
at presant enveloped: in iqypteRf, bat 
we are informed that the"troMwta des- 
patched from Norwich without any au- 
thority, and that a few minutes after- 
wards the ofBcials knew what would 
Jiappen^ and were utterly powerless to 
avert the terrible collision with all its 
frightful consequenoes. ^
